Christmas on the Common 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


In November 1984 the common was undergoing restoration and a gift of a 25ft. 
Colarado spruce tree was made in memory of the longtime town librarian and developer of 
the present library system, Mrs. Grace Eastman. The tree was transplanted from the former 
Eastman home, the old Forge Pond Schoolhouse, to the east end of the common where it has 
since served as the town Christmas tree —a symbol of the unity and spirit of this community. 
As the 7th annual celebration of “Christmas on the Common” was being planned by the 
Kiwanis Club, the idea of decorating the tree was presented as a project for the East 
Bridgewater Community Drug Council. The Council president, Michael Kennedy, sug- 
gested that the tree be decorated with yellow ribbons in remembrance of the men and women 
of the armed forces who had already been called to serve in Operation Desert Shield in Saudi 
Arabia. The concept captured the hearts of the townspeople, who responded by placing over 
350 ribbons on the tree or watching as volunteers tied them on the highest branches. The town 
Christmas tree was officially lighted on that evening and burned as a nightly symbol of love 
and remembrance throughout the holiday season. A decision was made after the start of the 
new year to leave the ribbons as visual reminders of our commitment and support until such 
time as our troops are home again. The town common, the celebrations that have been held 
on that historic ground, and the ribboned tree all represent the bond that ties this community 
to its past, present and future.

Since the historical events that have taken place this summer in the Persian Gulf and 
the eventual declaration of involving the United States and the United Nations, the Town of 
East Bridgewater has been very active in supporting our troops and the families of those 
serving in the armed forces from East Bridgewater. 


With Christmas on the Town Common in December sponsored by the local Kiwanis 
Club, there was concerted action by our citizens in support of our troops. The Council on 
Drugs Committee, led by the Police Department’s Drug Officer, Michael Kennedy, sold 
yellow ribbons and decorated the large spruce tree at one end of the Common. The 
Townspeople supported this in a big way and purchased hundreds of ribbons to be tied on the 
tree. The proceeds to be used to aid the families of those serving in the Persian Gulf. 


The tree on the Common with the yellow ribbons has already become part of our Town 
History. The local American Legion Post led by Past Commander Robert Jones, Director of 
Veterans Services, Philip E. Carey and Post Commander Daniel Zentz, have made up a 
historical color card picture of the tree with the ribbons. The picture shows the Common and 
the Unitarian church in the back ground. Robert Jones, acting for the American Legion, had 
the picture made into acard with a short message inside to our troops from East Bridgewater. 
The American Legion with the help from the Kiwanis, Lions Club, Council on Drugs and BFI 
sent the cards to our men and women in the service with a Cross pen and pencil set. The 
reaction has been astounding. We have received letters from all over the world thanking the 
citizens of East B’ Water for supporting them. 


A list of all those citizens from East Bridgewater has been set up by Phil Carey our 
Director of Veterans Services who are serving in the armed forces with their mailing address. 
This has been done with the cooperation of family members calling in the names and 
addresses of those serving, so they can be contacted by our citizens with letters etc. This has 
been done with great success and even the school children have been involved writing letters. 
The high-school children have set special parades with candles etc with their organization 
known as KISS, “Kids in Support of our Soldiers” with great success. 


There are several other events being planned. On March 3, 1991 the American Legion 
and the Commercial club are sponsoring a breakfast in honor of our troops and expect a large 
turn out of citizens. David Swartz Jr. is planning to have all of the telephone poles in the Town 
decorated with yellow ribbons in the near future, as this report is being typed the end of 
February 1991. 


We all pray and hope that our troops will be coming home safe to their loved ones in 
the very near future.

Enterprise, Bert King, from the East Bridgewater Townsman newspaper, Gordon Mitchell, 
Superintendent of Schools, Paul O’Leary, Superintendent and Pat Cheromcka, Business 
Manager of Southeastern Regional School, William Parziale, Executive Secretary to the 
Selectmen and Cheryl Robertson, Assistant Assessor. 


The meeting was called to order at 8:20 p.m. by Moderator, Philip E. Carey. Town 
Clerk, Elaine S. Powers, read the Opening of the Warrant and the Return of Service.

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ARTICLE 5-Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of money in the column entitled 
“Recommended by Finance Committee 1990-1991” be granted and appropriated for the several 
specific purposes designed and that the same be expended only for such purposes, each number bein g 
considered a separate appropriation and that the Town vote to appropriate and raise by taxation, by 
borrowing orby transfers from available funds, such items of money as may be required to defray Town 
charges for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1991 and expressly for the following purposes:

As with all of the financial departments of the town this year, it has been an extremely 
busy period for the Board of Assessors. The chaos caused by the turmoil of a state government 
unable to deal with its fiscal dilemma worked its way into our everyday operations. The need 
for closer then ever communication and interaction with the other financial departments was 
accomplished with minimal difficulty due to our temporary location. 


A special word of “Thanks” to the members of the Fire Department and to Chief Winsor 
for the hospitality extended to us. The use of their “Day Room” for our office was a vast 
improvement over our old quarters at the Town Hall. 


The tri-annual revaluation is well under way. Most of the properties in the town have 
been inspected by the end of 1990. The revaluation firm, Appraisal Consultants of New 


England, is currently in the final stage of the process and is on schedule. 


The Board wishes to thank our “staff” for the outstanding job they have done. They are 
the people the citizens of the town deal with on a daily basis. The confusion caused by the 
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move to the Fire station and back to our new quarters failed to cause a disruption of the town, 
but to appraisers, attorneys and other real estate professionals every day. 


Our new quarters in the west wing of the Town Hall provide us with the room to become 


better able to continue on our program of in-house revaluation in the near future.

The fees collected in connection with these permits for building, plumbing, wiring, gas 
and certificates of safety inspections was $54,074. 


Construction during 1990, has leveled off to a more moderate pace which has allowed 
us to review our methods of granting permits and coordinating the activities and responsi- 
bility of the various Department Boards, committees and agencies who are involved in the 
construction in Town. 


During the construction of the Town Office Building we were tenants in the Highway 
Department Office on Willow Ave., for 17 months. 


We discovered that the co-mingling of the departments in the very confined office area 
led to daily exchange of information which was of value to both departments. 


Some very interesting thoughts about cooperation in the coordinating and disbursing 
information have surfaced through these discussions. The implementation of at least a 
portion of these ideas will be attempted in 1991. 


Administrator Coordinator M. Marcia Anapolsky and Kristyn Hennessey of the 
Planning/Building Department and Dorothy Simpson, Secretary of the Zoning Board of 
Appeals, have again proven their ability to provide the information requested by 
Homeowners, Contractors, Engineers, Appraisers and Attorneys in a timely manner under 
some very adverse conditions.

The Commission feels this is a good way 
to protect the wetlands. 


We wish to thank Earl Blanchard for his gift of land to the Conservation Commission 
on Harvard Street, also Dana H. Colby and John P. Redder — Trustee of D&D Realty Trust 
for Michaelson Land off of Pine & Harvard Street. Commission would also like to thank 
Charles Fortier for his help in surveying Conservation Commission property. 


The Meridan Land under the direction of Chief Silva and Brewster Fuller has 
progressed to a point where two Soccer Fields are being used.

Inspection of swimming pools and 
whirlpools at the Old Colony Y twice a year, inspection of Robins Pond Park Campground 
twice a week during the months of April 15 to September |. Respond to various types of 
complaints and take necessary action to resolve them. Witness all percolation tests for the 
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Town and assure compliance with Title V. All inspections are conducted according to the 
Massachusetts State Code. 


Mr. Trudeau continues to oversee the Bridge Street Landfill. His support and dedi- 
cation are much appreciated. Disposal Area Permits are available at the entrance to the 
Landfill, Saturdays 7:30 a.m-2:30 p.m. and Sundays 8:00 a.m-12:00 Noon. 


The Recycling Program started mid year. Items being recycled are clear glass, colored 
glass and tin cans. The receptacles are located at the Fire Station. All monies received from 
this program are set aside in a Special Account for the Recycling Program.

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Report Of The Board Of Library Trustees 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


1990 began with a bang — literally. Interior walls in the children’s room were 
demolished in order to provide more usable space to meet the needs of an increasingly busy 
department. When the renovations were complete, our youngest patrons were greeted with 
brightly colored walls, a carpeted floor, attractive shelving and a much more comfortable 
environment in which to begin their lifelong love of reading. Programs for children included 
a Young Author’s Workshop, Undercover Investigators Summer Reading Club, Pumpkin 
Poetry, Thanksgiving Treats, Holiday Happenings, Step Into Stories and Time For Toddlers. 
All were well attended and well received. Special events such as a puppet workshop and 
performance as well as a magic show were made possible with the generous support of the 
Friends of the Library and the East Bridgewater Arts Lottery Council. Videos, many based 
onchildren’s books, were added to the collection to provide an alternative to the easily rented 
Disney titles. In addition, our library was one of 250 selected from more than 1200 applicants 
to receive a $500 matching grant from the Carnegie Foundation for the Quality Video for 
Youth Collection. With support from the Ruth C. Thayer American Youth Hostel Memorial 
Fund we were able to participate in this program to bring award winning films to the children 
of East Bridgewater. 


The Children’s Department was not the only busy section of the library. In March an 
Open House was held to rededicate the Grace C. Eastman Room and to welcome members 
of the community to our beautiful facility. So many people and organizations helped to 
support this event and other activities that the library could not have provided the same level 
of service without their generosity. The library wishes to thank the East Bridgewater Garden 
Club, Women’s Club, Plymouth County Genealogists, Plymouth County Stitchery Guild, 
East Bridgewater Savings Bank, Sachem Quilters, BFI - Northern Disposal, Foxborough 
Company, Star Market and Lions Club for their assistance throughout the year. The popular 
museum pass program had two special benefactors: South Weymouth Savings Bank donated 
the renewal of the pass to the New England Aquarium and a bequest from Beatrice Smith 
made it possible to add a pass to the Computer Museum. Residents of the community saved 
over $4,000 in admission fees to the Museum of Fine Arts, Science Museum, Children’s 
Museum, Aquarium, The Computer Museum by using the passes 266 times. The Brockton 
Board of Realtors sponsored a Bowl-a-thon for Literacy which raised almost $400 for 
children’s books. Whitmarsh Farms has provided a beautiful flower arrangement to decorate 
our foyer every week, while resident Ray Tokan responded to our request for additional 
furniture by donating two round oak tables. Volunteers Ellen Gambee, Evelyn Fletcher, Belle 
Gilmore, David Lerner, Lee Parker, Barbara Frazer, Rachel and Elizabeth Nolan, Judy Jones, 
Rebecca Dawson, Marry Anne and Lynne Sheppard and Kelly McDevitt donated their 
valuable time. 


TheFriends of the Library were responsible for helping the library in many, many ways. 
In order to raise funds, the Friends organized a community cookbook, sold Entertainment 
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Books, held several book and bake sales, and conducted a raffle. Their support, both moral and 
financial, contributed toward the purchase of new furniture for the children’s room, successful 
grant applications, a bookmark contest for children and program planning and assistance. 
“Crime and the Cultural Landscape’, a reading and discussion series, would not have been 
possible without the support of the Friends, the Eastman Fund, and the East Bridgewater Arts 
Lottery Council. This program, as well as the slide show “Four Shapes of Boston” offered 
members of the community pleasant ways to be both entertained and educated. 


The libraries at the three schools also experienced a busy year. At the high school, Anne 
Hynes selects the best resources for all needs and interests. Her dedication in ensuring that 
students are quickly successful in locating materials is legendary. Middle School Librarian Mary 
Davis continues to provide curriculum support and reader’s advisory services for a large and 
diverse school population. Book reports, research papers and special projects offer the students 
many opportunities to utilize the library’s.resources. At the Central School, Vicki Boucher 
conducted a very successful bookfair, added many new titles in the area of ecology, and updated 
the books on countries. Volunteer Sandy Lombardo provided support for an always active 
program. 


1990 ended with bang — figuratively. Circulation for the entire system was 141,603 as 
compared to 129,337 in 1989. The community room was used 416 times, an 18% increase over 
1989. In our biggest project, the staff and volunteers devoted many hours in preparing the public 
library to join the ABLE automated library network. East Bridgewater library patrons will soon 
have access to a database of almost 400,000 titles and will be able to use their library card at any 
of the ten ABLE libraries. It is encouraging that in the midst of financial uncertainty and 
budgetary problems, the East Bridgewater Public Library continues to expand and improve 
services.

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Report Of The Historical Commission 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


It is the mandate of the East Bridgewater Historical Commission to work for the 
preservation of the historic built environment within the town. In addition, the Commission 
is responsible for carrying out projects under funds remaining from the Sesquicentennial 
Celebration in 1973. 


The 1990 high point for the East Bridgewater Historical Commission was notification 
received from the Massachusetts Historical Commission (MHC) that the East Bridgewater 
Historic Properties Survey, in progress since 1975, is officially complete. The Commission 
can now focus on setting official preservation priorities and developing National Historic 
Districts in what are considered to be the three most cohesive historic neighborhoods: the 
residential area around the Common; Joppa (Elmwood) Village; and the Town Center. 


MHC informed the Commission that its nomination of the First Parish Unitarian 
Church for inclusion on the National Register of Historic Places had been denied on the basis 
of external changes deleterious to its historical significance. However, the First Parish will 
be the focal point of the planned Town Common National Historic District. The Commission 
is working with the current owners, Grace Bible Church, on the implementation of the 
preservation easement donated by former owner Donald Shute. 


In other preservation activities, the Commission was able, in spite of diminishing 
buying power of its annual appropriation of $500.00 (unchanged since 1975) to revive its 
project of placing wooden markers on historic properties, with owners now asked to bear part 
of the expense. Commission efforts to convince the East Bridgewater Savings Bank to 
relocate the early 1800's DeChambeau House (14 Union Street) failed, and the house was 
demolished in the summer of 1990. A project to repair the section of granite stone wall in front 
of the Nurses’ Cottage and the Town Offices has been initiated, as have plans to establish a 
Town Beautification Committee. 


1990 also saw the reprinting of the sesquicentennial history of the town, entitled East — 
Bridgewater 1873—1973, including an index to the contents. The reprints are available for 4 
$8.00 at the Public Library and in the Town Clerk’s office. 


The Historical Commission continues to work with the East Bridgewater Historical 
Society and the East Bridgewater Public Library in a collaborative effort called the East 


Bridgewater Historical Collections Network, whose purpose is to encourage the residents to _ 


preserve the documentary history of the town. 
During 1990 the Commission received with regret the resignations of member Jane _ 


Pike and associate member Mary Alden, who were replaced by Paula Coffey and Antoinette 
Finlay, leaving one vacancy in associate member appointments at the end of the year. 
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The Commission wishes to thank the East Bridgewater Public Library for providing it 
with meeting and office space, and in 1990 for the first time an official address.

As your representative to the Old Colony Planning Council, we are pleased to present 


this report on behalf of the Council for 1990. 


The Old Colony Planning Council serves as the Area Agency on Aging; the Metro- 


- politan Planning Organization for Transportation and Planning; the Region Clearinghouse 
_ for the review of federal and state grant applications; and, the Economic Development 
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_ District responsible for coordinating area economic development efforts. Basic to these 
_ designated responsibilities, the Council is the region’s planning agency concerned with a 


wide variety of areawide and inter-municipal issues and concerns such as land use policy, 
water supply, solid waste disposal, environmental protection, housing and natural resource 
conservation. The Council also assists its member local governments with grantsmanship 
services and local technical planning assistance and provides socio-economic information 
on local and regional trends. 


The Old Colony Planning Council District includes fourteen communities for general 
planning purposes consisting of the City of Brockton and the thirteen towns of: Abington, 
Avon, Bridgewater, East Bridgewater, Easton, Halifax, Hanson, Kingston, Pembroke, 
Plymouth, Stoughton, West Bridgewater and Whitman. This year, the Town of Plympton 
voted to become a member of the Planning District effective January 1, 1991. In its capacity 
as the Area Agency on Aging, the Council services a twenty-three community area. 


Each municipality is represented on the Council by one delegate and one alternate 
delegate. The Council members establish policy, develop the work program, employ the 
professional staff and determines the activities of the Council to be carried out by the staff. 
The Council meets on the last Wednesday of each month at 8 PM in the Council offices 
located at 70 School Street, Brockton, MA. 
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In 1990, Robert W. Smith of East Bridgewater served as President of OCPC; John F. 
Lenox of Plymouth served as Council Secretary; and, James A. Kassos of Brockton served 
as Council Treasurer.

The Board wishes to thank Town Counsel, 
Attorney Kenneth MacMullen and Town Treasurer, Paul Kiley for assisting us in developing 
this new program. 


Our office staff, M. Marcia Anapolsky, Adm. Coordinator and Kristyn Hennessey, Jr., 
Clerk have made great strides in modernizing and upgrading our entire system.

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Report Of The 
Southeastern Regional District School Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


Southeastern offers twenty-four high school vocational training programs and six 

Technical Institute post-secondary programs. On October 1, 1989, 1213 students were 

_ enrolled in the high school and 129 post-secondary students were enrolled in the Technical 
Institute. 


East Bridgewater’s share of the $7,932,454 total budget consists of 6.23% representing 
83 students. 


Southeastern is always seeking new and different ways of conducting its educational 

_ programs at minimal cost to the taxpayers of the district. For the past five years Southeastern 

has maintained the third lowest per-pupil cost of all regional vocational technical schools in 
the Commonwealth. 


Various federal grants were received from a variety of sources to offset supply and 
equipment costs. Carl Perkins vocational funds were used in the high school to purchase alow 
voltage fire alarm system trainer and a burglar alarm system trainer for the Electrical Program. 
Trouble-shooting diagnostic computers, analog trainers and robotic supplies and equipment 
were purchased for the Electronics Program. Commercial Art acquired two additional 
interactive desktop publishing computers. Graphic Arts purchased three offset presses, a 
_ paper cutter, an image-maker camera, laster printer and bindery equipment. New equipment 
_ for the Machine Drafting Program included two IBM PS Model 50 computers and four 
_ additional computer-aided drafting stations. Supplies and hand tools were purchased for the 
Masonry Program. Pipe rack, tools, tubing and fixtures were purchased for the Plumbing 
_ Program. The Metal Fabrication Program purchased three mig welders and two portable 
welders. 


The Technical Institute was awarded federal funds to obtain computer/word proces- 
_ sors, transcribers and electric typewriters for the Medical Assistant Program. A new x-ray 
unit with chair was purchased for the Dental Assistant Program. The Licensed Practical 
Nursing Program purchased a laser disc and nursing software. The Medical Laboratory 
_ Technician Program acquired a multi-view four student station microscope. In addition, tool 
_ kits and supplies were purchased for the evening Diesel Program. 

The following equipment was purchased with Block Two grant funds: computers, 
_ printers, interactive computer laser discs, software and audio/visual equipment. 


| Funds from PL94-142 (Chapter 766) were used to fund a moderate special needs 
_ teacher, three special education aides, and to purchase computer software and supplies. Funds 
for the disadvantaged students were used to hire vocational aides in Auto Body, Graphic Arts 
and Plumbing. 
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The Governor’s Alliance Against Drugs grant provided audio-visual materials includ- 
ing video tapes and curriculum materials. This also helped to establish a student peer 
leadership training program. 


The Southeastern Regional School District is continuing to implement the Energy 
Grant received from the Commonwealth’s Office of Energy Resources. In addition to re- 
tubing the boilers and replacing fluorescent ballasts, new lens covers have been installed and 
emergency lighting has been retro-fitted. 
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The school’s bus transportation system now uses a computerized street map with 
student residences electronically digitized into their proper location. Using advanced 
mathematical computations, the system automatically generates bus runs and routes and 
assigns students to stops. 
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Curriculum revision and staff development continue to improve the quality of — 
instruction. Many staff members have participated in the evaluation process of other — 
vocational schools in anticipation of the upcoming evaluation of Southeastern Regional by f 
the New England Association of Schools and Colleges, Inc. which is scheduled for the Fall 
of 1991. 


The Department of Education’s Massachusetts Migrant Education Program was held — 
at Southeastern during the summer with over 250 students attending. In addition, a federal 
grant for handicapped students supported a summer vocational exploratory camp. 


A waste to energy furnace has been installed to eliminate paying for disposal of 
hazardous waste materials. 


The former Electric Appliance Repair Program was replaced by a program in Heating, 
Air Conditioning and Refrigeration. 


Student on-campus projects include building a three story addition to the Plumbing © 
Shop, installation of siding to the warehouse and the completion of a 120' x 40' Masonry 
Building. Anticipated projects include an addition to the bus garage and vehicle storage ~ 
building. g 


In June 1990, the Southeastern Regional Vocational Technical High School graduated 
233 students. Guidance Department records indicate that 93% of the members of the Class 
of 1990 were placed either in full-time jobs or had elected to further their education. 


An Alumni Association was developed during the past year. All alumni are invited to 
participate in the school programs, become Advisory Board members to our craft programs 
and to participate in annual Open House activities. Over four hundred graduates participated 
in last year’s Open House. 
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The demand for graduates of vocational programs continues to be very strong. Studies 
indicate that tens of thousands of vocational technical graduates are needed each year.

Report Of The 
Trustees For Plymouth County Cooperative Extension 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and The Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


Cooperative Extension is located on High Street, Hanson (on the grounds of the County 
_ Hospital). Cooperative Extension is a partnership of the United States Department of 
Agriculture, the land-grant college — the University of Massachusetts, Amherst and county 
_ government. It is a nationwide informal educational program. County Agents are specialists 
in programs targeted to Agriculture and Natural Resources; and Communities, Families and 
Youth (4-H). Staff consists of a director, two regional agricultural specialists, a community 
resource development specialist, two home economists, two 4-H agents and a split position, 
4-H/home horticulture. Cooperative Extension administers a federally funded nutrition 
education program, The Expanded Food and Nutrition Education Program (E.F.N.E.P.), 
_ located in Brockton. | 


County Cooperative Extension works on key issues related to Youth Development (4- 
H), Water, Nutrition Education, Agriculture and Family Life Programs. Throughout Ply- 
_ mouth County this agency provides teacher trainings, teen programs (4-H) and projects, 
_ volunteer opportunities, and numerous educational programs for all ages. 


New this year is a cable TV show “Cooperative Extension News and Notes”. In the 4- 
_H program last year 8,923 youth were enrolled. Over 23,000 educational publications 
_ requested were processed. Last year 489 outreach programs were offered. 


For the past three years Plymouth County Cooperative Extension attempted unsuc- 
cessfully to transfer the primary funding source from county dollars to state funds under the 
“University of Massachusetts”. Currently the budget is provided by the Plymouth County 
Commissioners with approval by the County Financial Advisory Board (one selectman per 
town represented). Twelve counties in Massachusetts, during the past 6 years, have 
transferred to state funds. Currently Plymouth and Barnstable remain county-funded.

Report Of The Plymouth County Mosquito Control Project 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The Commissioners of the Plymouth County Mosquito Control Project are Bibased to 
submit the following report of our activities during 1990. 


The Project is a special district created by the State Legislature in 1957, and is now 
composed of 23 Plymouth County towns, the City of Brockton, and the Town of Cohasset 
in Norfolk County. The Project is a regional response to a regional problem and provides a 
way of organizing specialized equipment, specially trained employees, and mosquito control 
professionals into a single agency with a broad geographical area of responsibility. 


1990 was a year of extensive mosquito activity due to significant rainfall during | 
Autumn and Spring. Efforts aimed at the immature larval mosquitoes were pushed to the — 
limit. Upon emergence of the spring brood of adult mosquitoes, ultra low volume spraying 
began. Residential complaints were received at our office in record numbers, and all available 
manpower was utilized to combat requests from homeowners concerning the abundance of __| 
mosquitoes in their particular areas.All sprayers and trucks performed well and almost no — 
time was lost to breakdowns. 


In April of 1990, the Massachusetts Department of Public Health issued an advisory 
on Eastern Encephalitis to local Boards of Health and Mosquito Control Districts. An 
additional advisory was issued to all campgrounds in Southeastern Massachusetts in early 
summer. The first isolation of Eastern Encephalitis virus in Culiseta Melanura, a bird biting 
species, was detected in Halifax the week of June 22nd, and Health officials were concerned 
about a spillover of virus into other mosquitoes known to bite humans. The highest risk for 
transmission of virus to humans usually occurs during August and September. Information — 
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based on the Department of Public Health mosquito trapping data precipitated an aerial spray 
program for all Plymouth and Bristol Counties plus a portion of Norfolk County during the 
morning and evening of August 27-29th. A dramatic reduction in adult mosquito populations 
occurred after the spray program, but three human EE cases had been contracted prior to the aerial 
spray. All historical case data suggest a return of the EE virus, which runs in a two or three year 
cycle, in 1991. 


The figures specific to the Town of East Bridgewater are given below. While mosquitoes 
_ do not respect town lines the information given below does provide a tally of the activities which 
have had the greatest impact on the health and comfort of East Bridgewater residents. 


Insecticide Applicatioin. 7,568 acres were treated using truck mounted sprayers for 
control of adult mosquitoes. More than one application was made to the same site if mosquitoes 
reinvaded the area. The first treatments were made in May and the last in October. 


Our greatest effort has been targeted at mosquitoes in the larval stage, which can be found 
in woodland pools, swamps, marshes, and other standing water areas. Inspectors continually 
gather data on these sites and treat with highly specific larvicides when immature mosquitoes 
are present. 


Finally, we have been tracking complaint response time, that is the time between notice 
of a mosquito problem and response by one of our inspectors. The complaint response time in 
the Town of East Bridgewater was less than two days with more than 186 complaints answered. 


Water Management. During 1990, crews removed blockages, brush and other obstruc- 
tions from 1,725 linear feet of ditches and streams to prevent overflows or stagnation that can 
result in mosquito breeding. This work, together with machine reclamation, is most often carried 
out in the fall and winter. 


Mosquito Survey. A systematic sampling of the mosquitoes in East Bridgewater indicates 
that Coquillettidia perturbans was the most abundant species. Other important species collected 
include Aedes vexans and Culiseta melanura. 


We encourage citizens or municipal officials to call our office for information about 
mosquitoes, mosquito-borne diseases, control practices, or any other matters of concern.

Report Of Self Help, Incorporated 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


Self Help, Inc., is greater Brockton’s and Attleboro’s anti-poverty agency dedicated 
to improving the quality of life of limited-income individuals and families, and making all 
segments of the community responsive to the needs of the limited-income, disadvantaged 


and minority. 


During the program year ending September 30, 1990, Self Help received a total 


funding of $9.3M and provided direct services to 79,442 limited-income households in the 


area. 
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1189 East Bridgewater households received direct services totaling $111,716 during 
the program year 1990. 


The total funding of $9,348,658 does not tell the real value of human services delivered 
to the area as a whole. Self Help’s funding enabled us to mobilize an additional $1,770,251 
of other community resources, such as contributions from the towns and volunteers. The 
gross value of Self Help during the past program year was $11,343,436. 


Self-Help currently employs approximately 175 individuals, many of whom are of 


~ limited income and minorities. 


We feel that the program year 10/01/89 through 09/30/90 was a successful one for us 
and very helpful to our limited-income population. We thank the Boards of Selectmen, town 
volunteers and your representative to our Board of Directors, Mr. Donald Shurtleff for 
helping to make our year a success.

Report Of The Board Of Water Commissioners 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The Central Street Project which was part of the East Bridgewater Water Department's 
long range planning was completed in December. The installation of this water main has 
greatly enhanced the water distribution system as well as increasing the volume of water for 
fighting fires in the area of the Middle School and Housing for the Elderly. 


The Department finished the final State requirements needed to progress with the land 
acquisition for the new well site in the Elmwood section and anticipate the final acquisition 
will be complete by the end of 1991. 


The Crescent Street well was purged and overhauled this past year and the Department 
acquired a new pick-up truck that replaced a 1981 vehicle. 


One hundred sixteen meters were replaced during 1990 and of that number, 21 were 


installed at properties that had no previous outside reading registers, which reduced that 
portion of the meter program to only 79 homes remaining, with no outside reading register. 
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Seventy two meters were placed in new single family dwellings; 6 meters were placed 
in multi-family dwellings; 12 in new businesses in Town. Another goal of the Water 
Department that was achieved this past year was to have all the trailers at the Meadowbrook 
Trailer Park individually metered. The Department also assisted the East Bridgewater 
Housing Authority with the installation of 10 meters at the intermediate school project. 


During 1990 the Department was involved in repairing 76 service leaks, 24 service 
renewals, 9 water main breaks, 10 hydrants repaired or replaced, 5 freeze ups and 4 mutual 
aid calls to Bridgewater and | to West Bridgewater. 


The Board would like to take this opportunity to thank other Town Departments for 
their cooperation in working with the Water Department.

In June, 1990 the Solid Waste Disposal Study Committee voted to disband and reform 
as the Solid Waste Management Committee. Four new members-at-large were added. 


In addition to recycling, the committee is examining comprehensive ways to dispose

The aim of the Recycling sub-committee is to implement a recycling program which 
will meet the guidelines established by the State’s Master Plan for Solid Waste Management. 
The first step has been to expand the recycling at the fire station to include colored glass and 
tin cans. This is in addition to the recycling of clear glass which began on Earth Day, 1990. 


A program is being established to educate the community in the proper methods of 


recycling. Community volunteers are also being trained to properly sort recyclables to avoid 
the problems of contamination. 


The committee would like to thank all of the members of the community who are 
accepting the challenge of reducing our solid waste by recycling. Since the inception of the 
program, 13.6 tons of clear glass have been recycled: 
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The Solid Waste Management Committee meets on the third Thursday of the month 
in the Town Hall Conference Room.

Report of the Council on Aging 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The East Bridgewater Council on Aging is responsible to the Town for the administra- 
tion and disposition of a budget of nearly $60,000, and is charged with the responsibility for 
identifying, contacting, assessing the needs of, and ultimately providing necessary services 
to the Senior Citizens of the Town, through its Office of Elder Affairs (OQEA). The Council 
is therefore responsible for the supervision and is accountable for the performance of the staff 
of the OFA. 


The Council has established goals, objectives, and methods for the Office of Elder 
Affairs to follow for the delivery of the desired services through the administration of general 
benefit programs, as a provider of individualized personal services, or by referrals to other 
appropriate agencies. The OEA staff consists of a full-time Director of Elder Affairs, a full- 
time Outreach Worker, a part-time Senior Clerk, and a part-time Senior Aide. 


Over the past eighteen months, there had been a growing concern among a majority of 
the Council members, that the philosophies, goals, and objectives of the Council were not 
being carried out by the OEA. It became evident that there was a wide difference in 
philosophy between the Council majority and the Director and the Outreach Worker as to 
how the goals and objectives should be attained. 
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The outreach function, particularly the in-home assessments had been virtually 
ignored by the staff in favor of a “total case management” concept they had adopted without 
the consent or approval of the Council. In effect, the OEA had two employees performing 
the same case management function, often traveling together to visit the same senior, with 
no one performing the prescribed outreach function. This resulted in relatively few seniors 
receiving many benefits and services, often non-essential in nature, while a vast majority of 
seniors were receiving no services at all. In fact, at least eighty-five percent of the seniors had 
not even been contacted, interviewed, or had their needs assessed. After two years of what 
was intended to be aconcentrated outreach effort, the Council was disappointed to learn that 
in spite of Staff's reports of significant outreach activities OEA records indicated that less 
than fifteen percent of the Town’s 1,500 senior citizens had been contacted in the prescribed 
manner when Council expectations had been in the fifty to sixty percent range. 


Since the Council, as an agency of the Town, is the employer, and staff the employees, 
it seemed reasonable to expect that staff would comply with the philosophies and directives 
of the Council. After months of discussion and promises from staff on the outreach function 
as well as many other troublesome matters, there appeared to be little or no change in the 
OEA operation causing the majority of the Council members to continue to feel that its 
directives were not being carried out, and its purposes not being accomplished. Furthermore, 
there was no evidence that there would be a significant improvement in the foreseeable 
future. 


It was therefore determined that a reorganization was in order and that the Director and 
the Outreach Worker would have to be replaced. The Senior Clerk and the Senior Aide, who 
were never a part of the controversy, and who had performed admirable throughout this 
difficult period would remain. 


Long established programs such as meals on wheels, blood pressure clinics, blood 
sugar clinics, podiatrist services, surplus food distribution, fuel assistance, the monthly 
newsletter, and other programs, most of which were initiated by the first Director of Elder 
Affairs, Fran Pratt, in the early 1970’s and which in recent years have been coordinated and 
administered by the Senior Clerk, Margaret DeGara, assisted by the Senior Aide, Tom Sena, 
and many volunteers, have continued to be available and in full operation without inter- 
ruption. In all, some 10,500 individual services, which do not include an additional 8,400 
telephone calls, were rendered in 1990, through these programs. Because most individuals 
participate in more than one program, the number of services delivered is not an indication 
of the number of seniors receiving those services. 


In December, Mary Jane Kingsland was hired to fill the position of Director of Elder 
Affairs. Mary Jane has excellent credentials and work experience in social services, nursing 
homes, and working with persons of all ages. Scheduled to begin work in mid-January is 
Sharon Berry, who will fill the position of Outreach Worker. We are confident that they will 
find their new positions challenging and rewarding and wish them every success in carrying 
out their respective job responsibilities. With these issues resolved, the Council on Aging 
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looks forward to fulfilling its short term and long range objectives which continue to address 
the needs of the growing senior population of the Town. 


Senior citizens of the Town are encouraged to contact the Office of Elder Affairs for 
information about existing programs or any other services they may require or which may 
be of particular interest to seniors.

Report Of The Veterans’ Services 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The fiscal year of 1991 has seen many changes and problems in Local, State and 
Federal Governments due to financial conditions. In spite of many problems we feel that we 
will complete FY 1991 within our allotted budget of $96,000. for Veterans Benefits. The real 
problem we are faced with is the constant increase in medical expenses of our cases. 


Presently as this report is being made, we are seven months into FY 1991 budget. We 
have spent a little over 50% and to date 95% of these expenditures are for medical expenses. 
However, we will get back for the Town 75% of our expenditures under Chapter 115 of the 
General Laws. Our office has been diligent in our expenditures through the efforts of Mrs. 
Martha Redgate the Administrative Assistant in collecting refunds in spend downs and 
Medex recoveries. Well over two thousand dollars has already been turned over to the Town 
Treasurer and this may double by the end of FY 1991 in June. 


We have worked under adverse circumstances this year as the Town Hall addition has 
been under-way. We have been moved three different times as the old building has been 
renovated. We are now in our new Office space that is part of the original building. We now 
have the privacy that is required in our work. However, we are still in the process of getting 
settled. In order to save money and expenditures, we have recycled several filing cabinets 
from the Town Clerk’s office. I personally painted them to blend in with the new painted 
offices. We are now located on the first floor in the former offices of the Town Clerk. 


'¢ 
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Since we started FY 1991 in July there have been some historical events taking place 
in the world that affect the lives of all of our citizens. The invasion of Kuwait by Saddam 
Hussein and the eventual war in the Persian Gulf. Our office has been flooded with calls over 
the months from concerned citizens and members of the families of those men and women 
who have been called to active duty in the armed forces of our country. 


We have established a list of all the men and women now serving on active duty in the 
armed forces. Our office has been coordinating this list with the help of families who call our 
office to let us know the names and addresses of those on active duty, and the branch of service 
they are serving in. We are still requesting family members who have loved ones serving, to 
call our office if they have not done so. 


Our office has been working with support groups and we already have met with the 
American Legion, Kiwanis, Lions, Council on Drugs and BFI back in November and 
December to get the now famous “Common” card with a gift from the citizens of East 
Bridgewater to all of our people serving in the armed forces. There will be more in another 
report regarding the support groups that will be in the Town Report. ° 


It has been a pleasure to be of service to our veterans and their families and now in many 
cases to families who have loved ones on active duty in the armed forces of our country. We 
want to be of help in any way we can. Our office has been fortunate to have the very capable 
services of the Administrative Assistant, Mrs. Martha Redgate, who continues to do an 
outstanding job in all phases of our work.

along various streets. A total of 20 stumps were chipped below grade, that posed a threat to 
the motoring public. 
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A considerable amount of time and effort was expended by this Department in 
preparing the land off Church St. by cutting and chipping brush, tree removal, and tree 
pruning; in cooperation with Police Chief Silva on the construction of the new Youth Athletic 
Fields constructed there. 


I wish to express my thanks to my employees, other officials and departments, and to 
you, the citizens of East Bridgewater, for your patience and understanding in the performance 
of my duties as your Tree Warden.

Report Of The Supt. Insect Pest Manager 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The Moth Department received a decreased number of calls for Poison Ivy and Hornets 
and Wasps, resulting in the use of only 600 gallons of spray materials used to control these 
pests. 


There was one aerial application applied for the control of adult mosquitoes during the 
month of July, 1990. As the mosquito problem and its related diseases escalated, an aerial 
spray was applied by the Massachusetts Department of Food and Agriculture during the last 
part of August, 1990 in an effort to control the spread of Eastern Equine Encephalitis in 
Plymouth, Bristol and Norfolk Counties. 


The Moth Department also sprayed more than 1,000 gallons of herbicide along our 
roadsides in an effort to aid the control of re-growth brush, that had been previously cut and 
chipped. Not all areas were done as funds were not sufficient to accomplish the spraying of 
all areas previously cut. 


I wish to express my gratitude to you, the citizens, the Board of Selectmen, other Town 
Departments and officials, for your cooperation and understanding extended to my em- 


ployees and myself, in carrying out our obligations to you as members of the Moth 
Department.

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Report Of Town Hall Building Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The Town Hall Building Committee was pleased to see a major construction effort on 
the Town Hall/Police Station addition this year. Gaffney Architect, Mr. Robert Therrien, 
along with Clerk of the Works, Mr. Francis Sullivan, were responsible for daily monitoring 
of the work performed by Ciocca Construction of Springfield, MA. The selectmen signed the 
2.4 million dollar contract in August of 1989, however, construction during the winter 
months progressed at a very slow rate. The foundation was finally completed in the spring 
and the steel fabrication went at a faster pace, and the wooden frame was completed during 
the summer, with the 21,000 square foot addition beginning to take shape. The joining of the 
new addition to the old Town Hall was done in such a style that would give the project the 
appearance of a uniform building. The Police Station will be located in the ground level, 
separate from the Town Hall. Architect Therrien has done very well in designing a Town Hall 
that fits the community. 


The project is within the bond at this time and may even be completed under budget 
if there are no unforeseen problems. The old Town Hall building was always in service during 
construction and some offices moved into the new addition on November 28, 1990 to allow 
refurbishing of the old section. However, there are a number of items to finish before 
substantial completion is granted. The entire project is expected to be completed by February, 
1991.

The Middle School Building Addition Committee Report 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The Middle School Building Addition Committee was created at the Annual Town 
Meeting in 1990, for the purpose of developing plans for an addition to the Middle School. 
The original members of the Middle School Building Addition Needs Committee were 
appointed to the Addition Building Committee and the Town Moderator appointed two new 
members, bringing the total membership of the committee to-nine. The members of the 
Committee are: Mr. Gordon T. Ross, elected Chairman; Mr. Robert Coulter, elected Vice 
Chairman; Mr. John Curley, elected Secretary; Mr. Patrick Lynch, elected Treasurer; Mrs. 
Arlene Fleming, Mrs. Maryanne Rowan, Mr. William Andrews, Mr. Frank Hallquist, and 
Mr. James Hardy. 


The Committee began its work in May and has been meeting by-monthly since that 
time. The initial phase of the work centered around the development of a building which 
would accomplish two primary goals, namely, the relief of the overcrowded classroom 
conditions in all of the elementary grades and a structure that would accommodate students 


properly. 


The Committee, with those goals in mind, decided on an addition which would house 
grades seven and eight, with the existing Middle School structure housing grades four, five, 
and six. Input was sought in public forums and questionnaires, and this added greatly to our 
discussions of the issues. 


The Committee then began to work on developing the Educational Specifications for 


the project. These allow the Committee to determine the space requirements for the new 
structure and renovations that may be needed in the old building. The final set of Educational 
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Specifications have to be approved by the School Committee and submitted to the School 
Facilities Service Bureau in order to gain state approval of the project. 


In January, members of the Committee, along with Superintendent Mitchell and 
Principal Collins, met with the Acting Director of the School Facilities Service Bureau for 
the Mass. Department of Education. All necessary documents establishing East 
Bridgewater’s education space problem have been filed and we have received preliminary 
site approval from the School Facilities Service Bureau. 


At this same meeting. we were informed that the town is still eligible for 80% 
reimbursement of all expenses regarding this project. That would include the following: 
renovation of the existing structure, construction of the addition, equipping the building , 
architectural fees, site preparation, and debt service. The 80% rate of reimbursement is 
guaranteed until June 30, 1992, at which time the rates will change. If, however, the town 
approves of the project before this date, the 80% rate will apply to our project. 


Presently the Committee is involved in the process of architect selection. This is one 
of the most critical facets of the project and still will not be finalized at the time of the town 
meeting. We can assure you that we will do all we can to keep the townspeople informed of 
the project’s progression.

Regular monthly meetings of the East Bridgewater Housing Authority are held on the 
third Wednesday of each month at 7:00 p.m. in the Community Building at 100 Prospect 
Street (the former Intermediate School). All meetings are open to the public and any 
interested citizens are welcome to attend. Special meetings are called when necessary. All 
meetings are posted with the Town Clerk. 


The East Bridgewater Housing Authority is located at 100 Prospect Street and is open 
Monday, Tuesday, Thursday and Friday 8:00 a.m. until 2:00 p.m. and on Wednesday 8:00 
a.m. until 4:00 p.m.. There are four employees: Dorothy Simpson, Executive Director; Lisa 
Luddy, Administrative Assistant; Charles Gilbert and Suzanne Krushas, Maintenance. 


The Housing Authority now manages 144 state-aided public housing units within the 
town of East Bridgewater. There are a total of 129 units under the 667 program. This consists 
of 96 elderly units at Riddell Road of which four are handicapped, and 33 elderly units at 
Prospect Street of which two are handicapped and two are congregate. Also located at 
Prospect Street are eight family units under the 705 program of which two are handicapped 
and eight units under the 689 Department of Mental Retardation program. 


All units are inspected by the Director and Housing Authority staff on an annual basis. 
Tenants rents are based on a percentage of their net income, and is redetermined annually. 
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partments, Council on Aging, Visiting Nurses, Highway Department and the Building 
Inspector as well as other service agencies for their assistance and help to our tenants and 
staff. | 


We would also like to extend our appreciation to town and state officials and local 
boards for their help and cooperation given to the Housing Authority during the past year.

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Report of the Chairman 
of the East Bridgewater School Committee 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


Your School Committee now, as in previous years, invites you, the Citizens, to provide us with 
yourcollective wisdom and guidance as we refine our preliminary financial plan for the 1991-92 school 
year. The Committee has many difficult decisions to make regarding educational expenditures as they 
relate to the needs of our school population. The past few years have seen many reductions and deferrals 
in our budget due to the financial condition of the Town. It does not appear that improvement can be 
expected in this area in the near future. Now, as in the past, your Committee will make the best 
educational use of the monies that the Town is able to provide us. 


The preliminary financial plan contains an increase of approximately 13% over last year’s 
budget; this represents the needs of our system to provide the necessary services as requested by our 
building principals and administrators. The Committee will have this financial plan under continuous 
review prior to submission of our final budget. ) 


Despite what appear to be “mega dollar’ increases in this year’s and in the previous few years’ 
budgets, we continue to provide an educational system far below the state average per pupil cost 
(approximately $900), and we believe that we provide our students with a good education in a sound 
educational environment. 


We do have problems facing our educational system. We are working on these problems and 
trying to obtain the best possible solutions. We have a Middle School Building Addition Committee 
working to alleviate overcrowding. We have a Five Year Maintenance Plan to maintain our plant and 
equipment in sound operational condition. We cannot allow our buildings and grounds to fall into 
disrepair as the cost to make major repairs would be prohibitive. 


The School Committee will continue to review and refine its preliminary financial plan as we 
meet in budget sessions prior to submission of its budget for approval at Town Meeting. We again 
request the support of you, the Citizens of East Bridgewater, and we thank you for your valued support 
in the past. 


We wish to thank the various departments and offices of the Town of East Bridgewater for their 
able assistance and support which makes running our schools a far easier task.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


I am pleased to submit the report of the Superintendent of Schools and the Adminis- 
trative Team for 1990. Eleven major goals were identified for action by the Superintendent 
and School Committee for this year. 


The following is a summary of the progress which was made in achieving these goals 
for 1990: 


Goal #1 
Monitor the transfer of Kindergarten Classes to the High School. 


Status: Completed 


Comment: The first year of kindergarten classes at the High School was highly 
successful due to the cooperation and teamwork of all parties involved. The kindergarten 
teachers did an exceptional job of adjusting to their new surroundings. 


Goal #2 
Monitor progress of Middle School Building Addition Committee 


Status: Completed 


Comment: After some initial confusion as to the role of the committee, it was 
determined that it was a study committee, not a building committee! The study committee 
conducted a comprehensive analysis of alternatives to the overcrowding at the elementary 
level. A report was written recommending an addition to the Middle School as the best 
alternative. The report was adopted by the Annual Town Meeting and a Middle School 
Building Addition Committee was voted. The School Committee voted to endorse the 
concept of a K-3, 4-8 elementary grade organization in support of the work of the study 
committee. 


Goal #3 
Update long range maintenance plan for facilities and grounds. 


Status: Completed 


Comment: Mr. Achin completed the annual update of the long range maintenance 
plan. Major capital expenditure items were extended from three to five years as requested by 
the Finance Committee. Three articles calling for repairs to the High School track, tennis 
courts, and outside basketball area were submitted for action at the Annual Town Meeting. 
All three articles were passed over. Routine maintenance and repairs were conducted at all 
three schools as funding allowed.

Goal #4 . 
Continue to implement health education units at appropriate grade levels. 


Status: Completed 


Comment: Mrs. Levine reported to the School Committee in May providing a 
comprehensive listing of the health related curriculum developments during the year. A 
survey of existing programs was completed and used as a basis for making program 
improvements. Much progress was evident especially in the substance abuse curriculum 
offerings. A need for a certified health curriculum coordinator was identified. 


Goal #5 
Maintain close working relationship with East Bridgewater Educational Advi- 
sory Council. 


Comment: The East Bridgewater Educational Advisory Council continued to be a 
vital source of information for the School Committee and community. Specific informational 
meetings were sponsored by the East Bridgewater Educational Advisory Council involving 
timely topics. The East Bridgewater Educational Advisory Council sponsored the annual 
budget presentation and made monthly reports to the School Committee. While small in 
number, the East Bridgewater Educational Advisory Council provided valuable assistance 
to the East Bridgewater Public Schools. 


Goal #6 
Maintain close working relationship with the Board of Library Trustees. 


Status: Completed 


Comments: A joint meeting of the Board of Library Trustees and School Committee 
was held in the Fall to discuss matters of mutual concern. Ms. Pacheco reported on school 
library activities. The Superintendent and library coordinator communicated on budget and 
program areas during the year. Our school library program has had a good year. 


Goal #7 

Negotiate contracts with the East Bridgewater Education Association, East 
Bridgewater Professional Secretarial Association, East Bridgewater Custodians As- 
sociation, and East Bridgewater School Lunch Association. 


Status: Completed 
Comment: Three year contracts were negotiated with all bargaining groups, which 


were within the guidelines set by the School Committee and supported by the Finance 
Committee. The willingness of the bargaining groups to focus their requests and achieve an 
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early and fair settlement attests to the qualify of labor relations among the parties. 


Goal #8 
Develop the FY 1991 School Budget. 


Status: Completed 


Comment: The detailed FY 1991 School Budget was voted by the Committee on May 
_ 10, 1990, representing the latest date for a school budget adoption which the Superintendent 
can recall. Although the same process was used to develop the FY 1991 budget as in past 
years, more drafts were necessary due tc the uncertainty of State funding. Communications 
with the Finance Committee were excellent. The final budget of $8,553,090 represented an 
increase of $286,550 or 3.4 percent. A total of 6.5 positions were eliminated from the budget 
due to fiscal constraints. Much energy was extended in order to maintain programs and 
services for our students. 


Goal #9 
Make provisions for the revision and updating of School Committee Policy. 


Status: Not Completed 


Comment: The lack of time and funding precluded any substantial progress on this 
goal. 


Goal #10 | 
Schedule a joint School Committee and Administrative Team Seminar. 


Status: Completed 


Comment: A joint meeting of the School Committee and Administrative Team was 
held in the Fall on a Saturday. The primary topic was the timeliness of the Philosophy of 
Education of the East Bridgewater Public Schools. The Superintendent served as leader for 
the discussions which were very constructive. 


Goal #11 
Support and monitor the goals of the Administrative Team of 1989-90. 


Status: Completed 


Comment: An Administrative Team Meeting was held in August in order for 
principals and directors to discuss goals for the Year. These goals were presented to the 
School Committee in September. Progress reports were made to the Committee through the 
year. Individual meetings were held with the Superintendent during the February vacation to 
discuss progress to date on goals. An additional team meeting was held in February where 
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progress on goals was shared with all members of the team. A final progress report on the 
goals of the Administrative Team was presented at the School Committee meeting of June 
21, 1990. End-of-year meetings were scheduled with the Superintendent and each principal 
as well as a final end-of-the-year Administrative Team Meeting where each team member 
shared progress report with the team. The Administrative Team worked hard to achieve its 
goals this year. Much has been accomplished. 


Summary Statement: 

Of the eleven goals adopted for 1989-90, ten were completed and only one was not. 
Given the amount of time which the Fiscal 1991 School Budget required, this represents an 
outstanding achievement. The School Committee and Superintendent can be proud of the 
accomplishments of the 1989-90 school year made possible by the work of a dedicated staff. 


For additional information concerning the activities of individual schools or depart- 
ments for 1990, please read the comprehensive reports included with the Report of the School 
Committee and Superintendent. 


As each year brings new challenges and requires more creative energy, I am proud to 
work for a School Committee which has as its first concern, the welfare of our students. I am 
also proud to work with an outstanding Administrative Team and staff. To my office staff, 
a special thanks for their constant help and concern.

Report of the Director of 
Pupil Personnel Services 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 
Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


I am pleased to submit to you this report on the delivery of special services to East 
Bridgewater students. During the 1989-90 school year, 373 students were served through 
various special education programs. Of this number 86% were served within our own 
classrooms and programs. 


We continued to have a fully integrated special services delivery model at the 
elemeniary level. In this model the students remain in their regular classrooms while 
receiving help from the special needs staff. This model has been very successful in helping 
students to retain their self esteem while coping with learning problems. The fact that it works 
SO well is acredit to the regular and special education teachers involved and to the many aides 
who help carry out the program. 


At the Middle School special services were again provided through a combination of 
mainstreaming and pull-out programs based on the strengths and needs of the students. In 
addition, two substantially separate programs continued to meet the needs of students who 
required more individual and continual attention than could be otherwise provided. The range 
of services available to special needs students at the Middle School is such that only very 
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extreme cases need to be placed in outside programs. The dedication and accepting attitude 
demonstrated by the special services staff and by the administration enhance the chances for 
success for all special students at the Middle School. 


The High School continued to provide resource help to students with special needs 
through highly individualized instruction. As at the other schools, this instruction was 
supplemented with speech therapy or adaptive physical education services where necessary. 


During the 1989-90 school year, 119 students were refered for initial evaluations. An 
additional 120 students took part in reevaluations. The vast majority of these evaluations took 
place within our system. A small amount were performed at the R.E.A.D.S. diagnostic clinic 
or at private clinics or hospitals. 


Approximately 50 students were placed in programs outside of East Bridgewater 
during the 1989-90 school year. These students represented low incidence handicaps, 
behavioral disorders, and early childhood disabilities which cannot currently be addressed 
within our own programs. Most of these students were placed within formal or informal 
collaborative programs although several required private placements. Much planning took 
place during the 1989-90 school year with the goal of returning some of these by imple- 
menting an integrated preschool and kindergarten classroom. 


Fiscal year 1990 was very successful in terms of grant monies awarded for use in 
addressing the needs of both students and staff. Total grant funding for the year amounted to 
$203,742. 


Some of the grant monies were used to purchase computers and computer supplies for 
the Middle School. Some went to the training of teachers in the areas of math and science. 


Other grant funds were used to hire special needs aides at the Central School to 
implement the mainstream model there. Funds were also used to staff the Chapter I math and 
reading remedial program at the Middle School, and to provide adaptive physical education 
services at all three schools. 


We again received monies from the Chapter 188 Early Childhood Grant. These funds 
were used to address community early childhood needs by providing an early childhood 
coordinator, supplies for the resource center housed at the town library, staff and parent 
training and various outreach endeavors. Once again we received tremendous support from 
the community through their participation in the Early Childhood Advisory Council. 


In fiscal year 1990 East Bridgewater received funding under the Governor’s Alliance 
Against Drugs Grant Program in the amount of $7785 which we used, in part, to pay for 
training asecond police officer in the D.A.R.E. program (Drug Abuse Resistance Education). 
The D.A.R.E. program and related offerings continued to be enthusiastically received by the 
students and teachers at each school. 
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In summary, the total amount of $203,742 that was received in grant monies in fiscal 
1990 was spent to address a broad range of needs and to provide supplies, equipment and 
services to a large number of students and staff. Both the regular and special education 
programs were enhanced through the availability of these funds and gratitude is hereby 
expressed to the staff who assisted with their applications and administration.

Report of the Principal 
of the Central School 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: ' 


Dear Mr. Mitchell, 


It is with pleasure that | submit the Annual Report for 1990 as the Principal of the 
Central School. The October | st enrollment was 928 students in grades K-4 which makes the 
Central School one of the largest elementary schools in Massachusetts. 


The enrollment continues to grow, which is acause for concern regarding larger classes 
each year.

This growth pattern will cause internal building reorganization for next year that is — 
under discussion at this time. The Middle School Building Committee has begun to develop 
plans for an addition which will alleviate overcrowding at the Central School in the future. 
The kindergarten class began their second year at the High School Annex, and we have also 
added a fifth class to kindergarten with the transfer of Mrs. Jane Lasdow from grade one. The 
kindergarten program has been very successful with a great amount of teamwork by the entire 
staff. There have been a number of other changes due to overcrowding, such as increasing 
the walking limit to one mile, and the granting of waivers to exceed 65 students per bus. The 
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music room was converted to a grade 3 classroom and music classes are now held in the back 
of the cafeteria. In spite of the overcrowding, the staff morale remains high with an 
exceptional degree of commitment and dedication apparent throughout the school. 


Mrs. Mary Ann Morrissey, Assistant Principal, is a talented and very competent 
administrator. She is directly responsible for supervision of the Special Services Team. Mrs. 
Morrissey meets with the team regularly to insure that each child’s educational plan is 
appropriate and implemented to the best of our ability. The integrated model that we use, 
where all special needs service is provided in the regular classroom, is widely recognized as 
the most desirable and least restrictive type of program for young children. This program has 
been the focus of a number of workshops and on-site visits by the school systems who 
appreciate the value of a mainstream approach to special education. Mrs. Morrissey also has 
a great deal of influence with regular curriculum issues such as the process writing program 
that is used at each grade level. We make every attempt to incorporate the East Bridgewater 
educational philosophy which places great emphasis on the “uniqueness of the individual 
learner’. 


The guidance counselors, Mrs. Lois Southworth and Mrs. Judith Belk, are responsible 
for student placement from grade to grade. There is careful consideration of reading level, 
and the learning style of each student. In addition, they place new students in appropriate 
classes and do any specialized testing that may be required. They also are very much involved 
with child abuse and neglect programs, and act immediately in crisis intervention situations. 
The counselors are a vital link between teachers, students, and parents to assure the success 
of each child. 


The reading program utilizes both the Scribner and Houghton Mifflin basal programs. 
The individual student placement is under the direct supervision of Mrs. Maureen O’ Neil, 
Central School Reading Specialist. There are three reading groups of different levels in each 
classroom that advance at their own pace in the curriculum. The Addison-Wesley Math 
Program is under the supervision of Mr. John Shea, Math/Computer Specialist. There are a 
variety of math materials available including the “Math Their Way” program for the younger 
children. We emphasize computer instruction with an Apple computer in every classroom, 
including kindergarten. Mr. Shea has selected a wide range of computer programs that are 
readily available to all the students. He also provides inservice training to staff members, 
along with diagnosis of individual student’s strengths to improve teaching effectiveness. 
This building is widely recognized as a model for elementary school computer instruction 
under Mr. Shea’s leadership. 


The children receive special subject instruction ona weekly basis with Mrs. Mary Anne 
Rebhan teaching Music, along with creating very successful Christmas and spring concerts. 
Mrs. Katherine Douglas has an exceptionally creative Art program that features “centers” 
where the children may choose from multi-media materials. The Physical Education program 
designed by Mrs. Carolyn Post is noted as developmentally appropriate for young children. 
The Central School librarian, Mrs. Victoria Boucher, reports a very large annual circulation 
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of books with the school-wide emphasis on reading certainly enhanced by the library 
program. 


The Early Childhood Program is provided in part by a Chapter 188 State Grant. Mrs. 
Leslie Whitlock, Coordinator, has done exceptionally well implementing the integrated pre- 
school program that services children in the kindergarten annex. She also maintains a close 
relationship between the school, pre-school programs, and the Early Childhood Resource 
Center. 


The highly respected teacher, Mrs. Ruth Fairburn, retired after 39 years of dedication 
to the teaching profession. She was recognized for various contributions to teaching while 
also performing as an accomplished violinist with the Brockton Symphony Orchestra. The 
popular, well-liked cafeteria workers, Mrs. Ann Tardie and Mrs. Laura Leonard, also retired 
this year. There were three new teachers selected through an extensive screening process this 
year. Mrs. Maureen Tucker, Middleboro, Mass. , was recommended as a first grade teacher. 
She is a graduate of Westfield State College with six years experience teaching grade one in 
Holbrook, Mass. Mrs. Tucker is well prepared for this position with an excellent background. 
Ms. Luanne Florio, Weymouth, Mass., was also recommended for first grade. She is a 
graduate of Boston College and has four years of experience teaching grade one in 
Weymouth. She is exceptionally well qualified for this position. Mrs. Janet Perkins, 
Attleboro, Mass, is a Special Needs teacher appointed to a provisional contract for 1990-91. 
She is a graduate of Bridgewater State College with teaching experience in Houston, Texas; 
Brockton, and most recently in Seekonk, Mass. She was highly recommended to fill this 
position for a teacher on maternity leave. A kindergarten staff change was Mrs. Christine 
DeLorenzo, who left in October on a maternity leave. Mrs. Patricia Perrault, East 
Bridgewater , was selected to complete the year on a provisional contract. Mrs Perrault is a 
graduate of Bridgewater State College and has three years prior experience teaching 
kindergarten. 


In this school all special needs children are mainstreamed in the regular classroom. 
Therefore, the special needs aide program is vital to the overall function of the regular 
classroom program, especially considering class size. There were several people who joined 
the staffas aides this year: Ms. Cynthia Putt, Mrs. Linda Buckley, and Miss Karen Reeve are 
all from East Bridgewater. Mrs. Mary Ann Lamson, from Bridgewater, was also hired as a 
special needs aide. 


We have again seen great community support and town department cooperation in 
making the school successful. Police Chief John Silva has made a positive commitment to 
the young children by providing the DARE program with Safety Officer Michael Kennedy. 
The children are also taught school bus evacuation, seat belt safety awareness programs, and 
child abuse prevention, which also leads to a very positive image of the Police Department. 


We appreciate support from other town departments as well. Deputy Fire Chief 


Hennessey did an excellent “Captain No Burn” fire prevention program for the children. He 
discussed how fires have started and demonstrated the air pack with mask that firemen wear 
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into homes. Mr. Trudeau of the Highway Department is most cooperative in making repairs 
to the playground and parking areas. 


Our Volunteer Program, under the supervision of our coordinator, Mrs. Maryanne 
Roan, has been highly successful. Volunteers work in class assisting students, especially in 
the areas of reading and language arts. Many also work on projects at home, as well as special 
events at school. We are proud to report that from September to December, 1990, we have 
received over 530 hours of volunteer service from parents and interested community 
members. 


The second and third floor hallways were painted and the floors retiled this summer. 
There were energy-saving flourescent lights installed in all classrooms in the main building. 
We have aconcern with the windows in the wooden section of the building and there will have 
to be major repairs at some point in the future. 


This building has thirty-two rooms which are cleaned and maintained by the Head 
Custodian, Mr. E. Russell Murphy, and his two men, Mr. Donald Kerrigan and Mr. Donald 
Alger. Mrs. Jeanette O’ Day, along with the cafeteria workers, prepare several hundred meals 
a day. The school nurse, Mrs. Hope Wilson, tests each child for proper vision, along with 
height and weight measurements. The very competent school secretaries, Mrs. Tesson and 
Mrs Collins, are best known to the children and parents as the friendly, helpful people in the 
office who really run the school. 


The central office staff with Mr. Achin, Administrative Assistant, Mrs. Levine, Pupil 
Personnel Director, and Mrs. Sullivan, Director of Schoo! Lunch, are always helpful. Mr. 
Mitchell, I would like to again express my sincere appreciation for your support for the 
Central School this year. I have found your advice and encouragement essential in the 
administration of the school. The School Committee with Chairman, Mr. John Leonard, has 
always endeavored to provide an outstanding school system for the Town of East 
Bridgewater.

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Report of the Principal 
of the Middle School 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 
Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


I am pleased to submit my Annual Report as Principal of the East Bridgewater Middle 
School. 


The enrollment as of December, 1990, was 651 students. The distribution of these 
students by grade is as follows: Grade 5-174: Grade 6-153; Grade 7-180: Grade 8-144. The 
projected enrollment was lower than our actual October Ist count, since projections were 640 
students. This is consistent with past years, for we have averaged approximately 10-15 
students more than our original estimate. 


The recognition that the problem of overcrowding in the elementary grades is serious 
and that a solution must be found has taken on a new focus during this past year. On April 
2, the Annual Town Meeting “voted to rename the Middle School Building Addition Needs 
Committee to the Middle School Building Addition Committee and add two members 
thereto.”” The Committee also had $5,000 appropriated for preliminary planning expenses. 


Mr. Philip Carey, Town Moderator, appointed the following citizens to this Committee

At an organizational meeting held on May 16, 1990, the Building Committee officers 
were elected: Gordon Ross, Chairman; Robert Coulter Vice-Chairman; John Curley, 
Secretary; and Patrick Lynch, Treasurer. Many topics have been considered, such as grade 
configuration, space available, space needed, and existing State laws and regulations 
pertinent to School Building processes. The concept of Middle School education, its purpose 
and methods, was explained in great detail. The Building Committee did vote one specific 
recommendation, that the addition would house grades seven and eight, while the present 
structure would contain grades four through six. 


Using the latest projection data available the Middle School enrollment would be 
brought to the following levels:

Overall, the Committee is attempting to address these housing needs in a reasonable 
but expeditious manner. 


The year 1990 has been a year of new and varied activities at the Middle School. In the 
spring of 1990, approximately 100 fifth grade students, along with teachers, and other 
chaperones, spent a week at Nature’s Classroom, a residential outdoor educational experi- 
ence. Mrs. Patricia McCusker spearheaded the organization and implementation of the 
Nature’s Classroom experience. The program was so successful, that plans are already 
underway to repeat the experience with this year’s fifth grade class. A number of new 
curriculum-based “traditions” were started, including a Grade 7 Evening Poetry Reading, a 
Grade 8 Children’s Book/Author-in-Residence project, and school-wide participation in the 
National Geography Bee. 


Professional Development for staff was enhanced by collaboration between Central, 
Middle and High Schools, as well as with other area school districts. Some examples of these 
activities included: math and science teacher training workshops, participation in a course on 
using math manipulatives, meetings and visitations between Special Area staff from different 
systems, and staff attendance at a nationally recognized speaker presentation. 


Another Middle School focus in the last year has been on educational technology. A 
Middle School Educational Technology Task Force has been involved in planning teacher- 
training activities and in developing a major grant proposal which focuses on teacher training 
in the area of educational technology. The use of the computer as a tool for instruction is 
continually being extended through expanded use of the computer lab for classroom projects, 
a mobile mini-lab for classroom use, and acquisition of a variety of new technologies which 
will enhance classroom instruction as they are fully implemented. 


In an attempt to expand the activities available to students, the Middle School 
Improvement Council and the Student Council funded an After School Activities Program. 
Mrs. Michelle Stephen coordinated this effort, and one hundred and forty-one (141) students 
enrolled in 15 courses. The student body also participated in two Student Interest Workshop 
days, during which over thirty (30) different workshops were offered in an attempt to involve 
students and staff in new learning situations. 


Officer Michael Kennedy and Ms. Marilyn Guarino worked with seventh and eighth 
grade students in the powerful production of “Addict.” Mrs. Laurie Bianchi and her staff have 
again produced “The Grapevine”, the Middle School newspaper. Again, this past year, the 
Middle School Parents and Teachers for the Arts sponsored over twenty (20) assemblies, as 
well as the one week Scott Canon Residency, during which seventh grade students wrote, 
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staged and directed their own performance. Mrs. Kathleen Teahan was awarded a Horace 
Mann Grant, and she used the money to provide her English students with the material and 
background information to write a children’s book for their adopted third grade students. 


We were pleased to have a large number of parent volunteers helping with various 
projects this year. Formalized groups such as the School Improvement Council, the Parents 
and Teachers for the Arts. The Parent-Advisory Committee, and the School Store personnel 
all were extremely instrumental in improving services and programs. Although the school 
does not get the opportunity to formally recognize the contributions of these individuals, it 
is important to note that a great many experiences that our students have are the direct result 
of the time and effort spent by members of the community in support of the Middle School. 


This past June, Mrs. Carol Frazer retired from her teaching position in Grade 5. She had 
diligently serviced our students for over a quarter of a century, and her contributions and 
dedication to the teaching profession will be missed. 


In conclusion, I wish to thank the entire staff of the Middle School for their continuing 
effort providing a sound education in a period of diminishing resources. Too often, we fail 
to recognize that this school consistently spends over $1,000 less per student than what is 
spent on average within the State of Massachusetts for Middle School students. In spite of 
that, we maintain quality programs, for our students deserve the best we can offer them given 
these current fiscal restraints. Our staff works diligently to that end. 


My thanks also to you, your staff, and the School Committee for their support during 
the past year.

Report of the Principal 


of the High School 
Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


Itis with pleasure that I submit the annual report of the High School for the year 1990. 
The enrollment of the school on October |, 1990, was grade 9-166, grade 10-161, grade 1 1- 
131, grade 12-147, fora total of 605. Enrollment projections show the high school population 
stabilizing at between 600-650 for the next few years and then increasing as the larger classes 
now in the elementary program begin to reach the secondary level. The High School has been 
enriched by the addition of the 5 kindergarten classes to the building. High School students 
have been able to interact with the “littlest Vikings” through Child Development classes, the 
employment training programs and special class projects, such as writing assignments. The 
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addition of the Kindergarten means that the high school building is actually housing 797 
students. The classroom assignment for programs is now at capacity and there is limited space 
for such programs as music and special education. The year 1990 also saw an undefeated 
football team win the South Shore league championship and the Division IV Super Bowl ’90. 
This was the first time that an East Bridgewater team had been in the Super Bow! competition 
and the entire town united to support the team. The school and community pride generated 
by this experience has established a spirit of cooperation and success for this school year. 


The year 1990 saw a decline in staffing at the High School. Fiscal constraints required 
a reduction of programs and staff which necessitated the elimination of 5 positions. Attrition, 
through a resignation and an early retirement, reduced the teaching faculty by one English 
and one Business position. The Chapter | remedial academic assistance program was also 
discontinued, which eliminated | teacher and 2 aides. The contributions of these individuals 
to the instructional program has been missed by students and colleagues. Mrs. Sherry 
McCafferty of the Business Dept. retired to spend time with a young family, Mrs. Judy 
Childress, the talented English Department Coordinator, resigned to relocate in North 
Carolina and Mrs. Sara D’ Anjou, Chapter | teacher and Mrs. Donna Dunn and Mrs. Peggy 
Fitzgerald left the high school as the result of the reduction in programs. 


The resignation of Mrs. Diane Lande in the fall of 1990 meant the loss of a very special 
administrator. Mrs. Lande motivates, inspires and challenges those who work with her to 
accept only the best from others and to offer the best of ourselves. While she will certainly 
be missed, we are pleased that Administrative Assistant George Kelly has been appointed as 
Assistant Principal to replace Mrs. Lande. Mr. Kelly has established his success as a High 
School administrator and is welcomed in his new role. Another resignation during the last 
school year was that of veteran head custodian Ron Olson, who retired to Maine. His many 
years of service to the East Bridgewater Schools is recognized with gratitude. 


There were changes in personnel within the My Turn program which brought Miss 
Chris LaPierre to the Grade 12 employment training program and Miss Janice Teller to the 
Grade 10 pre-employment/self-development program. The Grade 10 program is a new 
program for the high school. It is partially grant funded and along with the grade 11 Project 
Employ provides continuity of support for a number of career oriented students. 


A priority goal of the High School has been realized with the initiation of a Grade 9 
Alternative Learning Program which provides transition assistance from grade 8 to grade 9 
for selected students. This program, named Choices by the students in the program, offers a 
course in social/study skills and is structured with an integrated instructional team approach. 
The program utilizes the services of Mrs. Nancy Miller as resource person for the 5 teacher 
team. Teachers of the four major subject areas comprise the team and these teachers meet 
daily to plan instructional units which reinforce mutually developed concepts as well as 
reviewing the progress of each individual student in the program. Teachers responsible for 
this new concept in team teaching at the High School are Eileen Bent, Spencer Bernstein, 
Claire Kirkcaldy and William Smith, along with Mrs. Miller. The students have a team 
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meeting once each week at which time group decisions are made. The program is governed 
by a philosophy of fostering self-esteem, independence and responsibility. It is planned that 
the grade 9 Alternative Learning concept and the grade 10, 11 and 12 individual development 
and career exploration programs will be continued as much needed program offerings for the 
approximately 50% of our student body who enter the work force immediately after high 
school graduation. 


Another new and valued program at the High School is the parent volunteer program, 
called CARE. CARE stands for Community Adult Resources for Education and it is this 
group of concerned adults who have endeavored to provide the tutorial services to students 
that were lost with the elimination of the Chapter | program. These dedicated parents spend 
several hours a week working directly with students under the supervision of special 
education teachers, Virginia O’ Kelly and Sherley Phillips. The students are very appreciative 
of the assistance and it is hoped that this program will expand in the future as more adults are 
needed to assist students. The parent volunteers are enthusiastic about their experiences and 
encourage others to join. We are grateful to Mrs. Donna Payton, volunteer coordinator for the 
program and to Sandy Atwood, Kevin Burley, Jane Haines, Judy Hanson, Jean Lyons, 
Dorothy Tully, Gail Venti and Marie Weise. 


The most significant achievements of our school are always the academic accom- 
plishments of our students and the quality of the instructional program. Our success as a 
school is dependent upon the success of our students. Each year our graduates go on to meet 
challenging college and career objectives. Our school sets goals which correlate with the 
departmental goals established by the faculty. These goals set a direction for each school year 
as we Strive to improve our instructional program and the individual achievement of each 
student. The 1990-91 priority goals are: 


I. Promulgate instructional concepts and teaching strategies for active learning 
and equalization of opportunity for all students. 


If. Support and monitor the alternative learning and project prevent programs; 
develop cooperative teaching models to implement the philosophy. 


Ill. Continue the instructional goals of teaching for the 21st century: critical 
thinking skills, global awareness, social responsibility, writing across the 
curriculum and knowledge of the individual learner. 


IV. Complete work of computer evaluation committee. 

V. Continue progress of academic achievement committee. 

VI. Establish supplementary support system for academic assistance. 
VII. Extend administrative computer system to include the Macintosh. 
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VIII. Commitment to increased parent/community involvement; establish a parent 
volunteer program. 


IX. Staff development to provide internal resources for the increasing number of 
students with social/emotional difficulties; assistance of the administrative 
assistant with staff and support services. 


X. Successful in-service program, coordinated by Faculty Advisory Council. 

XI. Continued support for concept of Self-Directed Professional Development. 
| XII. Continue on-going departmental curriculum evaluation and modification. 
XII. Implement the new AIDS policy of universal precautions. 


Our Curriculum Coordinators continue to provide outstanding leadership for the 
instructional program. The establishment of departmental goals and the monitoring of their 
implementation ensures that the curriculum meets the needs of the students in the most 
productive and effective educational context. Our Curriculum Coordinators, Ron Abate, 
Patrick Cronin, George McCabe and Leanna Russell are significant factor in the quality of 
our instructional program. 


Our graduates are very successful in gaining admission to the college or university of 
their choice or obtaining employment in their chosen field. The Class of 1990 sent 75% of 
the graduating seniors on to higher education and 20% directly into the world of work, while 
5% entered military service. Of the students going on to college, 36% went to 4 yr. schools, 
25% to 2 yr. schools and 14% to technical schools. We have seen an increase in the number 
of students going on to further education and more interest in technical training. Our 
standardized test scores continue to demonstrate that the curriculum at East Bridgewater 
High School is providing the educational program necessary for our students. Students who 
take the recommended college preparatory courses are readily accepted into the colleges of 
their choice. The S.A.T. scores for the Class of 1990 were 435 verbal and 465 in math, both 
scores within the range of the national/state average. 


The High School continues to make the balance of college and career offerings an 
important goal of our program of studies. Our Technology Education Department is always 
fully enrolled and our Business Department could service a greater number of students if 
more courses could be provided. Since a large number of our students do choose to begin their 
careers immediately after graduation, it is essential that we provide such programs as the My 
Turn school to work transition and the Project Employ career exploration. Employment skills 
and employment assistance are more necessary than ever in these difficult economic times. 
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Schools reflect the social and economic climate of the period. Our students are 
experiencing more emotional and behavioral difficulties of a serious nature that are often 
reflective of dysfunctional family circumstances, substance abuse and related attendance 
problems. While we have an exceptional special education staff, these teachers provide 
assistance for students with identified learning disabilities. Most of our students who are at 
risk for non-graduation experience academic problems for other reasons. Our combined 
guidance, career and social skill programs are designed to intervene and support these 
students. It is possible that additional services will be needed in the coming years in order to 
accommodate students in the High School rather than having to send them to out of district 
placements. Each and every student has intrinsic value to our school, community and society. 


The extensive extracurricular program of activities at E.B.H.S. involves a large 
percentage of our student body. The entire community enjoys the performances of our band 
and chorus and the athletic competitions of our sports teams. The year was exceptional in the 
annals of East Bridgewater sports as the Viking football team capped an undefeated season 
with the Super Bowl Championship for Division IV. This championship game held at Boston 
University brought over 2,000 fans from East Bridgewater to cheer for the team. Much credit 
for such a spectacular season goes to head coach Ron St. George, the entire coaching staff 
and a talented and committed football team. The athletic program is under the aegis of 
Athletic Director Allen Smith, who maintains the high standards of Viking athletics in all of 
our sports. We are also grateful to Mrs. Barbara Gillespie, our Student Activities Coordinator, 
for a complete program which finds a place for many special interests. The Key Club with 
advisor George McCabe, the Drama Club with Jane Cartier and the A.F.S. Club under the 
direction of Mrs. Gillespie are examples of our most active groups. All stress community 
service and involvement. The High School S.A.D.D. group frequently assists the Community 
Drug Council in its programs and School Officer Michael Kennedy is a positive influence in 
our on-going efforts to educate students in regard to substance abuse and safe driving. 


Our Music Department is known throughout the northeast region for the outstanding 
competitive marching band and color guard that is a hallmark of East Bridgewater . This year 
the Viking Band and Color Guard were awarded first place in Division I of the New England 
Scholastic Band Association. They competed in the finals at Patriot Stadium in Foxboro. Mr. 
Dan Lasdow and his talented staff deserve much credit for their consistent accomplishments 
and inspiration to music students. Both our music program and our sports program benefit 
from the support of the Viking Music Parents and the Viking Sports Parents Associations. We 
would not be able to have the extensive programs that are in place without the wonderful 
dedication, hours of work, fundraising and emotional support provided by our parent groups. 


The High School is indebted to many individuals within the school system and the 
community. We especially thank Mrs. Anne Hynes, our school librarian for her many hours 
of extra effort on our behalf, Harry Ferrell-Locke for keeping us on line with our computer 
programs, Harry “Skip” Amadea for his work as head custodian, Kay Mormino for “all the 
extras” and all of our teachers for caring about education and kids, above all else. We are 
appreciative of the spirit of cooperation and mutual support that exists among the town 
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departments. The assistance of the Police Dept., Chief Silva, Officer Kennedy and others, the 
Highway Dept., the Fire Dept. and the Public Library are indispensable to our welfare. 


I would also like to thank the East Bridgewater School Committee for their efforts on 
behalf of all our children, our Superintendent for his exceptional leadership and Mrs. Levine 
and Mr. Achin for their assistance. Assistant Principal George Kelly has been a primary factor 
in the successful school year to date. Our faculty is exemplary in their commitment to 
personal interaction with every student and their philosophy of success for all. We are all 
proud of our wonderful students and feel privileged to work with them. We seek the continued 
support of the town as we endeavor to manage our resources in the best possible way to 
provide the best possible education for the high school students of East Bridgewater.

After many months of negotiations in which the main catalyst for league realignment 


was East Bridgewater’s athletic director Al Smith, the new South Shore League under the

compete under more equitable terms. 


The new league saw our field hockey team, under new coach Debbie Reardon, just 
missed qualifying for the South Sectional finals by one point. The girls also went undefeated 
in games played under the lights on Memorial Field. The team, as well as virtually everyone 
in Vikingville, wishes to thank BFI, the Sports Parents, the Highway Department, and all 
those involved in the construction of lights on Memorial Field for all their help.

Increases in food, labor and other operating costs, and a decrease in State and Federal 
aid, has made it necessary for the School Committee to raise the prices on student extra 
protein from $.50 to $.75. 


The Breakfast Program at the High School has been eliminated this year due to limited 
participation. We do, however, still participate in the Kindergarten Special Milk Program, the 


once a week Elderly Lunch Program and an extensive Alacarte Program at the three schools. 


The Alacarte Program consists of a variety of sandwiches, pizza, 100% juice, ice 
cream, jumbo school made cookies, flavored and unflavored milk, etc. 


Two of our veteran staff at the Central School retired this past year, Ann Tardie and 
Laura Leonard. We wish them a long and happy retirement.
